Designated  the  Commodore 
Management  System  series,  the 
programs  include  an  account¬ 
ing  suite,  a  stock  control 
package  and  a  payroll. 

Dealers  will  charge  end  users 
some  £300  -  £400  for  each  of 
the  programs  in  this  series, 
depending  on  the  amount  of 


afterwards,  that  the  majority 
of  PETs  are  bought  by  people 
with  a  specific  purpose  in  mind 
like  helping  with  a  company’s 
payroll,  stock  control  or 
accounting. 

What  the  questioners  are 
usually  tring  to  establish  is: 
“Having  bought  all  this  latest 
electronic  wizardry  in  order  to 
solve  problem  X  — -  what  else 
can  I  do  with  it?” 

One  useful  start  point  is  the 
local  computer  dealer  from 
whom  you  bought  yor  original 
system  —  he  will  have  been 
asked  the  same  question  before 
by  scores  of  other  first  time 


installation  and  on  site  training 
required  by  the  end  user. 

At  such  prices  it  should  be 
possible  for  a  person  to 
purchase  a  complete  8000 
series  system,  including 
computer,  printer  and  floppy 
disk  unit  AND  a  Commodore 
Management  System  program, 
and  training  by  his  local 
Commodore  dealer  —  all  for 
under  £3,500! 


users  and  will  be  able  to  point 
you  in  the  right  direction.  But 
your  local  computer  dealer  will 
not  have  an  in-depth  know¬ 
ledge  of  your  own  business  and 
the  problems  which  might 
prove  amenable  to  a  micro¬ 
computer  system. 

On  the  other  hand,  to  buy  in 
this  kind  of  advice  from 
outside  consultants  could  cost 
another  £5,000  —  £25,000,  or 
to  put  it  another  way,  if  spent 
on  hardware  would  buy 
another  2-10  business  systems 
complete  with  computer,  disk 
unit  and  printer.  Clearly  the

Did  you  know,  for  instance, 
that  the  Microclerk  informa¬ 
tion  handling  program  can  be 
run  in  connection  with  the

Residential  courses  are  also 
run  by  the  Commodore 
Training  Department  for  the 
person  who  wishes  to  learn 
how  to  program.

For  the  programmer  who 
wishes  to  improve  his  techni¬ 
ques,  and  “go  deeper”  into  the 
workings  of  his  PET,  two 
books  by  Nick  Hampshire  are 
absolutely  invaluable:—  “PET 
Revealed”  and  “PET  Sub¬ 
routines”,  both  are  now 
distributed  by  Commodore 
and  can  be  ordered  through 
any  Commodore  dealer. 

The  scientist  or  engineer, 
who  wishes  to  make  the  most 
of  the  monitoring  and  control 
capabilities  of  the  PET,  will 
find  ample  pickings  in  “PET 
and  the  GP/IEEE-488  Bus” 
published  by  Osborne/ 
McGraw  Hill.  The  would-be 
machine  code  programmer  is 
excellently  catered  for  in 
“Assembly  Language 
Programming  the  6502”  again 
by  Osborne/McGraw  Hill. 
Whilst  on  the  subject  of  the 
6502  two  excellent  manuals  are 
published  by  Commodore: 
“MOS  —  Hardware  Manual” 
which  deals  with  the  architec¬ 
ture  of  the  microprocessor  and 
the  “MOS  —  Programming 
Manual”  which  deals  with  the 
6502’s  instruction  set. 


The  latest  announcements 
from  Commodore  as  well  as 
suppliers  participating  in 
Commodore’s  Approved 
Product  Scheme  will  increase 
demand  for  the  new  8000  series 
“SuperPETs”  just  as  dealers 
are  reporting  a  rush  of  orders 
for  the  new  machine. 

Commodore’s  new  packages 
which  will  become  available 
this  autumn,  are  directed  at  the 
business  user  —  The 
Accountant ,  is  a  series  of 
accounting  packages  which  can 
be  run  together  to  form  an 
integrated  accounting  system, 
or  alternatively  the  various 
modules  such  as  Sales 
Controller ,  and  Purchase 
Controller ,  can  be  run 
separately;  Stock  Controller  is 
an  extremely  versatile 
inventory  control  and  stock 
management  program.  Whilst 
these  programs  have  been 
written  completely  from 
scratch  for  the  8000  series, 
Paymaster  is  a  well  tried  and 
tested  payroll  program  that  has 
proved  popular  on  the  3000 
series  machines  and  was  sold  as 
f ‘Commodore  Payroll”, 
although  with  the  capacity 
increased  to  600  employees  and 
specification  improvements 
made  possible  by  the  extra 
power  of  the  8000  series 
machines. 

As  well  as  the  latest  releases 
from  Commodore’s  own 
Software  Department, 
independent  software  houses 
have  not  exactly  been  idle 
either.  Two  companies,  Scan 
and  Computer  Services 
Midlands  are  close  to 
launching  new  products  —  a 
Solicitor’s  Time  Records 
program  from  Scan  and 


Incomplete  Records  for 
Accountants  from  CSM  — 
while  a  third,  Dataview,  is 
alreaady  marketing  a 
“SuperPET”  version  of  its 
Wordcraft  word  processor. 
This  British  produced 
Commodore  Approved 
program  is  so  good  that 
Commodore  are  now  making  it 
themselves  in  certain  countries 
overseas.  Meanwhile 
Wordcraft  80  seems  all  set  to 
become  the  de  facto  standard 
wordprocessor  program  for  the 
new  PET. 

Hardware  suppliers  have 
also  been  busy.  Direct  Data 
Marketing  have  developed  an 
In-PET  Bi-directional  IEEE/ 
RS  232C  interface  for  the 
Commodore  Approved 
Scheme  which  should  prove 
popular  with  some  new 
Commodore  communications 
software  which  is  still  at  a  very 
“hush  hush’’  stage  of 
development  in  the  labs,  as  is 
an  IEEE  modem. 


Also  in  the  future  look  out 
for  a  PET/Prestel  interface 
apparently  now  at  an  advanced 
stage  of  development  by  B  &  B 
Computers,  and  a  continuous 
graphics  board  for  the 
SuperPETs  from  IJJ  Design.

The  user  needs  no  technical 
knowledge  to  operate  the 
system,  and  operating 
procedures  are  laid  down  in  the 
User’s  Manual.  All  the 
functions  of  the  system  are 
immediately  available  by 
choosing  from  a  ‘menu’,  and 
control  of  the  system  is 
achieved  by  simple  questions 
and  answers.  When  data  is  to 


be  entered  into  the  ledger  the 
system  displays  a  ‘form’  on  the 
computer  screen  and  the  user 
enters  data  onto  the  form 
under  control  of  the  system.

Infor¬ 
mation  held  for  each  account 
includes  the  account  name, 
group  code,  normal  sign  (Debit 
or  Credit)  and  an  indication  of 
whether  individual  entries  to 
the  account  will  show  on  the 
year  end  trial  balance.  A 
control  account  may  be  speci¬ 
fied  for  any  account  to  enable 
automatic  posting  to  the 
control  account.

5.  My  Data  Processing  Manager  says  many  microcomputer  manufacturers  will  go  out  of  business  as  competition  in  the  industry  hots  up  — 
what  guarantee  do  I  have  that  Commodore  will  still  be  around  in,  say,  five  year’s  time? 

Your  Data  Processing  Manager  is  probably  right.  Many  small  companies  are  unlikely  to  survive  the  increasing  competition.  Commodore,  on 
the  other  hand,  has  been  in  the  forefront  of  selling  and  manufacturing  high  technology  products  for  over  20  years,  owns  its  own  Silicon  Chip 
manufacturing  facility,  launched  the  world’s  first  microcomputer  for  under  £1,000,  and  has  sold  more  microcomputers  in  the  UK  (over 
20,000  in  fact)  than  any  other  manufacturer  (and  consequently  have  the  most  experienced  dealer  network!). 

6.  My  Data  Processing  Manager  says  your  programs  must  be  rubbish  —  decent  software  costs  at  least  £5,000. 

Your  Data  Processing  Manager  is  almost  completely  wrong  this  time.  Because  Commodore  programs  are  sold  in  hundreds,  rather  than  ones

8.  What  if  my  business  suddenly  expands  and  I  need  more  computing  power  in  the  future? 

The  Commodore  PET  is  highly  expandable.  Up  to  8  different  disk  units  can  be  operated  within  a  single  system.  A  wide  choice  of  printers  can 
be  operated  by  the  PET  depending  on  the  throughput  required.  In  some  situations  like  multi-station  work  processing  you  may  wish  a  number 
of  PETs  to  be  able  to  access  a  single  disk  unit  (now  possible  with  the  aid  of  MUPET).  PET  can  expand  as  your  business  expands. 

9.  How  do  I  choose  a  reputable  dealer? 

Choose  a  dealer  who  offers  value  for  money  hardware;  who  has  the  expertise  to  advise  you  on  the  right  hardware/software  combination  for 
your  needs;  who  can  authoritatively  guide  you  through  the  complex  maze  of  computer  specifications  and  technical  changes,  and  who  can 
offer  24  hour  field  maintenance  or  “one  off”  programming  if  you  require  them.  Choose  a  Commodore  Commercial  Systems  Dealer.
